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The magazine tends to promote and support the sexual exploitation of young persons under s 
3 (2) (a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act)and is deemed 
objectionable. ‘Fox #196’ is a sexually explicit adult magazine directed at men and consisting 
mostly of explicit photo-spreads. The magazine also contains many small advertisements for 
phone sex services and videos to order, featuring women of youthful appearance presented as 
teenagers. The young women credibly present as youthful due to their immature bodies, 
schoolgirl uniforms or attire and small stature in relation to adult genitalia. These advertisements 
are accompanied by explicit banners that repeatedly promote the sexual attributes of sexually 
inexperienced school-aged girls. This advertising material presents young teenage women as 
available for adult sexual gratification. It invites adults to become titillated and aroused by the 
prospect of sexually exploiting young persons. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention 
that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable. The 






classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the 
concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that promote or 
support, or tend to promote or support, the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual 
purposes.
